TOO MUCH HOLDING. 


In. the fourth Ewin com- 
menced to employ a right hook 
to the jaw and Crichton replied 
with -a right and left to tho body. 
Ewin was warned not to hold, and 
the referee then entered the ring. 

Ewin camo out of his shell in the 
sixth, and landed a short right 
downstalra every time Jock came 
In, In-tho next round tempors 
went adrift. Ewin held the centro 
of the ring and forced Jock into o 
neutral corner several times and 
seemed to bo showing up better and 
better, ¢ : 

Yet another warning was isaucd 
In the elght round, Crichton holding 
with his right glove and Ewin lock- 
Ing him with his elbow. Ewin 
landed soveral more hefty rights to 
the body and seemed to be going 
auite woll ot this stage. 

Jock camo up strong for the 
ainth, but in a flurry of blows ina

Ewin by his demeanour appeared 
to signify his willingness to car!

This in a vory nest and attrac:

One clynr box (n large deep ono 
preferred); two pleves sti’ wire, 
3M inches longer than the width 
of the box; large amount of thick 
Ussuo or grenseproof paper; amall 
cuttings from Sunbenms or papers. 


Method:—Firat turn tho elgar 
box upslde down and mark a two 
inch square on the centre of the 
bottom. Now, with « fret anw cut 
this square out, Ionving o hole in 
the bottom. 


With a drill a Uttle targer than 
the thickness of the wire, drill four 
holes (two on the back and two 
in the front), 1144 fnchea from 
both enda of the box, Now bend 
the two pleces of wire 3 Inches 
trom one end to form a handto or 
eranks ineert each one through the 
two palrs of holes In the box and 
bend the other end of the wire over 
to keep it sceuro in tho box and 
just ight enough to turn the 
inandle around. 

Now, with the greasoproof paper, 
cut into strips two inches wide and 
alue ench piece fovether to form 
one long pleco of film. Little cut- 
tings or photos, from comies, &c., 
can then be pasted at regular in- 
tervals along the film, When dry, 
glue one end of tha Alm on to ono 
piece of wire, ao that the pictures 
face the hole, and turn the handle 
until the film is all wound on to 
the wire.

The cinema is thon complete, and 
the pletures can be drawn up or 
down by the two handles.

The Paraaltiaed Purge, 

I wonder how many People have 
noticed that at the East ond of St. 
John’a Cathedral juat opposite the 
entranco from Garden Road {s a 
tow-of four Croton bushes. That 
Crotons should be grown in the 
Cathedral precincta Is only natural 
a8, a3 we all know, from this 
plant Is prepared Croton oil one of 
the -pharmacist’s most: powerful 
purges. But these Crotons aro 
heavily parasitieed two of tho 
bushes being 80 attacked = by 
Loranthus that they shew scarce a 
resemblance to the real thing. Is 
this a sign of decay and degenera- 
tion and should we hurl our Indiet- 
monts against the Cathedral 
grounds and thelr parasitised per- 
mancnt occupants? Usually it ja 
advisable to see that our homes aro 
not bullt of glass beforo commenc- 
ing to hurl stones, Many of the 
trees In tho Botanic Gardens are 
severely attacked by Loranthus and 
the ‘University Compound is, to all 
appearances, a home for the parasite 
but Peak dwellers have no occasion 
to polnt the finger of scorn and 
ridicule for. on a journey to the 
Peak I counted on one aide of the 
tram no less than thirteen trees 
infected. é 

* * : 
The Mistletoe & la Relative Loranthus. 

Tho Loranthaceac, which includes 
the two genera Loranthus and 
Visoum (Mistletoe) Is a family 
which is well represented in the 
tropics. Loranthus species. nre 
particularly abundant in 5S. Amer- 
ica where their brightly coloured 
flowers add to the benuty of tho 
forest. Of our local speciea the 
commonest possesses bright~ red 
flowers which open in late Summer 
and Autumn but they aro small and 
relatively inconspicuous. Aa the 
shrubby growths of these parasites 
Possess evergreen loaves they aro 
most conspicuous in Hong Kong at 
this time of the year when tho 
deciduous of our treea drop their 
Toaves. Many species of trees acrve 
ag “hosts” to these pprasites eg. 
Croton, Banyan species, Lager. 
atrocmia indica, ate. : 

- Mistletoe fs not as common as 
Loranthus but in certain localities 
it fs quite abundant. -Both theso 
species are distributed from hoat to 
host by means of eeeds carried by 
birds but it has.for long puzzled 
me as to the exact means of de: 
position. - The fruits contain secds 
which are surrounded by a sticky 
pulp, Birds apparently peck at the 
fruits and the seeds which are not 
eaten and which stick to the beak 
ore wiped off by the bird onto n 
convenient twig where they remain, 
T carried out an experiment, quite 
by chance, which illustrated tho 
extraordinary tenacity of the dry- 
ing pulp. At Pul O, Lan T’au, are 
‘a numbor of pomelo trees heavily 
parasitised with Mistlotec, Viseum 
japonicum. Same weeks ago I col- 
lected some branches of the parasite 
on which were no number of ripo 
white berries; these I carried back 
to Hong Kong in a rattan basket. 
Now my basket {a used for a varicty 
of purposes and ao perhaps J should 
not have been so surprised to find 
during the following week sceds 
stuck fast to my books, papers, and 
spec{mens and, yes, to my clothes 
as well, - : 

After,a seed has become fixed ‘to 
a twig a root is developed which 
penetratea tha outer layers of the 
host and fuses with {ts - tissues. 
The shoot beyond this parasite al- 
most Invariably dies boing deprived 
of Its water aupply. Somotimes 
the young parasite develops another 
root which grows alongside the twig 
of the host towards the main 
branch and which dovolops‘second- 
ary roots ponetrating into . the 
tissues of the hoat and buds which 
produce shoots and leaves. For

Mosquito larvac can alwaya 
be found in great abundanco but if 
the malarial parasite bo permitted 
to feast on the blood of man why 
should not the larvae of its other:

for the fact that wo were 
brother Sclentists, so we looked 
again, There were two froga, one 
4 tree the other not, both coloured 
¢o similarly to the inaide of tho pot 
that neither of us had seen both at 
the first glance. Tho twa frogs: 
wero transferred -to my handkers 
chicf and from thence to a sloss Jar’ 
in Hong Kong..’ 

Both froga wero of a ‘sandy 
colour when placed In the jar but. 
on tho following morning only one 
sandy frog saa present the other: 
had so altered {ts colour to that of 
tha dark stones at.the bottom that 
ft had seemingly vanished. The 
interesting fact is that it was the 
troee-frog that had not, changed 
colour. I think it Is probable that 
if both frogs had been placed 
amongst bright green Ieaves that 
the tree-frog would have become 
green.

How many miotorista give a 
thought to the adjustment or 
greasing of tho bearings of tho 
front wheols of tholr cars? Pos- 
sibly very few, yet this fs one of 


the most important jobs in the 
maintenance of the car, as a loose 
front wheel may spell disnator at 
rome time when one fs In a hurry 
to got somewhere. Admittedly,’ 
tho front wheel bearings only 
necd greasing at tho ond of every 
6,000 miles of .running, but the 
bearings very often “sottle down” 
after a more thousand or so, and 
leave the wheel free to move from 
side to side sufficiently to create 
a wheel wobble or “walking” when 
the car Is driven on a cambered 
road. Thia condition is danger- 
ous, and at the least destroys the 
anfe feci of the steering control. 
Wheel adjustments ore simple, and 
should be checked over at the ond 
of every thousnnd miles of run- 
ning. Take off the hub cap, draw 
the ‘pln from the adjusting nut, 


jand tighten the nut until the wheel 


iust starts to bind on the bearing. 
Slacken the nut nbout one-sixth of 
n turn, or until the wheol just 
runa freely on the bearing.  Re- 
place the pln and the hub cap. 

Every 6,000 miles the bearing 
should bo disassembled, thorough- 
ly cleaned, with kerosene, dried, 
repacked with fresh, greaso, and 
readjusted. If this littlo job ia 
attended to at tho intervals set 
out, no trouble will be had with 
tho front wheels, and some other- 
wise mystifying wheel wobbles 
will be eliminated.

But two minor bothers | have not 
been, able to cure yet, One Is the 
leakage of-of] through the joints of 
the plates covering the valve rocker 
gear. These are held on by a spring 
clip, and though I have fitted paper 
washers, the leakage continues. 
The actual waste of off is negli+ 
gible; what I object to Is the mess 
it makes all over the cylinder block. 

The other bother is a persistent 
rattling buzz from the ratchet of 
the. hand brake. [ have had this 
dealt with several tlmes, but the 
cure has never lasted for more than 
n couple of hundred miles, so 1 
have given it up asa bad job, Two 
or three months after I took da- 
lvery of the car the manufacturers 
introduced a new design of ratchet 
nitogether. I am told that mine Is 
incurable. : 

Enrly this year u very odd Httle 
mishap worried me a lot until I 
found out what had happened. My 
brakes made odd noises and were 
dangerously Inoflective in wet woa- 
ther, though they had recently been 
re-lined. 

At lust I located the source of tho 
trélible. Mounted on the front stub 
axle is an aluminium flanged dise 
which fits along the Inner side of 
tha brake drum. From the front 
cdyo of one of these discs, the off- 
aide one, a pleco of the aluminium 
finnge, about ‘tho sige of a safety 
razor blade, had been chipped clean 
af, presumably by a stone flung up 
by the wheels of a car in front.

BUDGET DEFICIT. 


Civil Servants’ Salaries To Be 
Reduced. 


Canberra, Yesterday. 


The report of the Experts Com- 
mittee proposes a three-years 
plan to save “Australia, ~ It is 
based on a reduction of the ex- 
penditura of Federal Slate Gov- 
ernments by a furlher £16,000,000 
yearly, . \ 

Salaries of civil servants must 
be cut, and old age and invalid 
war pensions revised. . 

.The report condemns the in- 
flation, and says that now it is im- 
possible to balance thin year's 
budget; only an immediate and 
drastic reduction of expenditure 
will afford a chance of approach. 
ing « balance in the financial year 
1981-2, 

The plan jis not signed by Mr. 
Gibson, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee, or by Mr. Sheehan, tho 
Commonwealth representative, in 
view of Mr. Scullin’s opinion that 
the experts are not entitled to 
compile n plan, but merely to col- 
lect statistics —Reuter 

(The Premier, Mr. James 
Scullin, gave a gloomy picture of 
Australian finances when address- 
ing a conference of Federal State 
Ministers to consider a three- 
years’ plan for their rehabilita- 
tion, He said that some experts 
estimated the total fall of tho 
national income at over 
£100,000,000. It was cssential to 
form a plan to deal with the 
short-term overseas debt, which 
would be £56,000,000 at the end 
of February. This is exclusive of 
the nnnual liability overseas of 
£34,000,000 interest which, owing 
to the unfavourable cxchannc, was 
augmented by £10,000,000. The 
conference broke down before 
lunch. = Mr. Scullin refused to 
allow the expert officials of the 
Committee to submit recommen- 
dations, as he objected to their 
d&ttating the Government picy.]

The Head master, Mr. FE. G.
